Mr. Henry called attention to the 
fact that localities consist of inani­ 
mate 
objects, 
while 
communities 
are made up of folks, and the only 
way pommunties can get ahead 
is 
for folks to cooperate. No progress 
is possible, he asserted, when people 
are like the old lady who constant­ 
ly complained of her neighbor’s win­ 
dows needing a cleaning. 
One day 
she washed her own windows and 
found her neighbor’s were clean, he 
said. 
“ So we need a lot 
of 
window 
washing in every community, ” 
he 
stated. 
“ Rushville is here,” he continued, 
“ because of the need of this rural 
community for every business man. 
T have noticed everv business man I 
have met here realizes'his interde­ 
pendence with the farmer. 
“ We are learning 
how 
to work 
together for the uplift of communitv 
life. When we come 
to know 
the 
other fellow, we realize 
he is 
all 
right. I am 
glad 
to see the 
farm 
bureau and chamber 
of 
commerce 
officials together for their purposes 
are the same—raising 
the general 
standards of the community. 
“ Wo are learning that evervone is 
rendering a service to the commun­ 
ity and that all are necessary 
to 
the community.” 
The Marion conntv agent 
struck 
an optimistic note in dealing with the 
farm situation, declaring that con­ 
ditions are now headed upward for 
agriculture. Tie asserted agricultural 
products had increased almost 
as 
many points since 1022 as the other 
fellows’ had "one down, so that now 
they are almost together. 


The speaker said a revolution was 
taking place in agriculture that was 
as little understood as was the re ­ 
volution in industry. He recalled the 
beginning of the machine age in in­ 
dustry and that labor was convinced 
that the introduction of machinery 
was good for him, because instead 
of decreasing, it increased the de­ 
mand for labor. 
“ We are going through the same 
process in agriculture.” he 
contin­ 
ued. “ If we could bring 
back 
the 
horses 
which 
were 
replaced 
hv 
trucks and tractors since 1020, fif­ 
teen million acres of corn and oats 
land would 
be 
required 
to feed 
them. The problem is to show 
the 
farmer that he must 
market 
his 
eorn and 
oats 
through 
livestock. 
We stil^have some folks who reason 
as labor did when machines were in­ 
troduced in industry.” . 


“ The man who 
is efficient 
and 
adopts efficient 'methods is the man 
who is doing the most for human­ 
ity and for 
himself,” 
the 
speaker 
staed, “ We are learning the paradox 
that to be selfish we must be unsel­ 
fish.” 
He discussed the 
utilization 
of 
waste products on the farm, assert­ 
ing that in a few years farmers will 
be paid for the privilege of permit­ 
ting someone to husk their corn for 
the stglks, because of the use that 
is being found for corn stalks. 
Mr. Henry stressed 
the impor­ 
tance of bovs and girls club work, 
pointing out that “ club work begins 
in the right place and you will see 
•more cooperation in the -next gen­ 
eration than in this.” 


Frank Mullins, chairman of the 
chamber 
of 
commerce 
industries 
committee, reported plenty of good 
factories were available if Rushville 
had a building to house one or more 
of them. He 
mentioned 
industries 
which could be brought here. 
Mr. 
Mullins asserted Indiana would one 
day be the manufacturing center of 
the world because it is the center of 
population in the United States, and 
he urged steps be taken to get small 
plants which will grow up with the 
community. 


John A. Titsworth, chairman 
of 
the ways and means committee, re­ 
ported a plan to finance a factory 
building, illustrating- how it had been 
done elsewhere. Money thus invested 
would pay average interest rate, 
tip 
said, because factories would pay a 
rental that 
would 
meet 
interest 
charges, and take and option to buy. 
Mr. Titsworth said there was no 
question of the community’s 
finan­ 
cial ability to erect a factory build­ 
ing, calling attention to the millions 
upon millions of dollars 
that 
had 
been taken out of Rush county 
by 
fake stock salesmen. He alluded to 
the Dolings stock which took a mil­ 
lion out of Rush county, and 
oil, 
zinc and gold mine stock that had 
been sold. 
Frank Mclwain reported that 
a 
factory building similar to the one 
wanted by 
a 
Toledo, 
O., concern 
which would move here, would cost 
about $32,000. It would be 210 
by 
120 feet.

stop. It cannot possibly be done. If 
a man is driving at 30 miles an hour 
and sees another car coming out of 
an intersecting street when he is 44 
leet from it, he has only one second 
to stop. That is impossible. If a man 
drives his car at 15 miles an 
hour 
and docs not see another car coming 
out of an intersection street, or 
a 
child dodging out from 
behind

parked machine, or a woman with a 
baby carriage suddenly starting to 
cross, until hc is 22 feet 
from the 
object, he has only one second

which to stop. It can't be done.

Frank Mnllins, chairman of the

Few people who drive automobiles 


fast realize the clement of danger 
involved when the necessity arises 
for stopping suddenly. One interest- 
ed in public safety has iigtircd out 
that a car going sixty miles an hour 
covers 88 feet per second; a car 
going thirty miles an Lour means 44 
feet per second; and a car traveling 
fifteen miles an hour is going at the 
rate of 22 feet each second. 


If a man driving his car at 60 


,miles an hour tloes. not see another 
car coining out of an intersecting 
street until he is 88 feet from it, he 
has only one second in which 
to 


stop. It cannot possibly be done. If 
a man is driving at 30 miles an hour 
and sees another car coining out of 
an inter.secting street when he is 44 
feet from it, he has only one second 
to stoj). That is impossible. If a man 
drives his ear at 15 miles an hour 
and docs not sec another car coming 
out of an intersection street, or a 
child dodging out from 
behind a 


parked machine, or a woman with a 
baby carriage suddenly starling to 
•cross, until hc is 22 feet from the 
object, he has only one second ill 
which to stop.-lt can't be done. 


It might be well for motorists to 


make a mental note of these figures, 
and then realize that everyone who 
speeds, especially in congested dis- 
tricts, is endangering his life and 
the lives of others.
